THE BRITISH TRADES DISPUTE 
ACT. 
Chicago, June 12—Uninformed persons 
upon reading the editorial appearing in 
THe Sunpar Turo under the title 
“The Union's Ruture Under Taft De- 
cision” will probably assume that the 
recent action of the United States Su- 
preme court in extending and increasing 
the lability of trade unions is on a par 
with present British law. As a matter of 
fact, while referring with approval to 
the state of law which formerly existed, 
in Great Britain the decision totally 
ignores the present law. Your editorial, 
descriptive of British developments from 
the time when collective efforts on the 
part of working people to improve wages 
and working conditions were regarded as 
criminal c@nspiracies up to the modern 
times when such activities are regarded 
by both parliament and the courts to be 
necessary to the progress of humanity, 
omits all reference to the law as it now 
exists and has existed since the year 
1906, when the British trades dispute act 
was passed by parliament. I quote thrée 
paragraphs from the British law as 
follows: 
“It shall be lawful for one or more 
persons, acting on their own behalf or 
on behalf of a trade union or of an in- 
dividual employer or firm in contempla- 
tion erance of a trade dispute, to 
attend at or near a house or place where 
a person resides or works or carries on 
business or happens to be, if they so at- 
tend merely for the purpose of peacefully 
obtaining or communicating information 
or of peacefully persuading any person 
to work or abstain from working.” 
“An act done by a person in contem- 
plation of furtherance of a trade dis- 
pute shall not be actionable on the 
ground only that it induces some other 
person to break a contract of employ- 
ment or that it is an interference with 
the trade, business, or employment *of 
some other person or with the right of 
some other person to dispose of his cap- 
ital or his labor as he wills.
